Concrete Silos Can Be 
Put Into Good Condition 

Coiicretp silos wlilcli h.ivo softoiuvl 
BiiJ sloiiulioil olt on the liislile <liii> to 
the use of too little cement or to nils- 
t.-ikos In mixing or hnndllns the ooii- 
creto, enn he reinilroil hy chliiplng oft 
the defective nmtorliil with hammer 
and cold chisel, soiiklng the eoncrote 
thoroughly several times, crushing 
with It croani llke grouting of eonaMit 
and water, then i>lasterlng with rich 
cement nioitar. 

If Ihe defective concrete extends 
clear through the silo wnlls, says n 
writer In the Montreal Ilenild. the en¬ 
tire wall run he replaced by cutting 
out a section nt a time and reiihicliig 
It with good ninterlnl. When these 
have set thoroughly, the remaining 
parts can be reiduced In the same 
way. 

Leakage of air through silo walls 
It n common cause of moldy siluge. 
Hollow tile, concrete block and con¬ 
crete stave silos arc often coated with 
a cement and water wash with the 
Idea of stopping such air leiiki; but 
this does little good, since any cracks 
will open up again at toon as the 
pressure comes on the walls. What It 
needed Is a more elastic coating, which 
will stretch slightly.

Rye Hay 

Rye hay has about the same feed¬ 
ing value as oats hay, except that It 
does not contain quite as much di¬ 
gestible protein. The rye should bn 
cut while the grain la In the early 
milk stage, at which time the sterna 
and leaves may be cured to a bright, 
dust-free hay of good quality. At that 
time the awns or beards have not hard¬ 
ened as to become objectionable. This 
hay may be fed to live stock as any 
other cereal hay.—Indiana Farmer's 
Guide.
